Apostolic Letter Aired 
Over Vatican Radio 
Behind fron Curtain 


Vatican City—(Radio, NC)— 
His Holiness Pope Pius XIl dedi- 
cated the Russian people in “most 
special way” to the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary in an apostolic 
letter addressed to them. 


The unique apostolic letter was 
addressed to “all the peoples of 
Russia.” It is believed to be the 
first time that a papal document 
was addressed directly to the Rus- 
sian people. Previous papal docu- 
ments were usually addressed to 
individual Patriarchs, Archbish- 
ops, princes and so forth. 


Dated July 7, the Feast of SS. 
Cyril and Methodius, the Apostles 
of the Slavs, the papal letter prays 
that the enemies of religion may 
be driven far from the Russian 
peoples who have always been de 
voted to God and the Blessed Vir- 
gin. It assures the Russian people 
of the Pope’s constant prayers for 
them and for universal peace.

Chicago —(NC)— A sentence from the 195] Bishops’ 
Statement, “God’s Law: the measure of Man’s Conduct” j, 
incorporated in the Democratic Party platform adopted at the 


national convention here. 


The original sentence read: “Dishonesty, 


Slander, detrae. 


‘tion, and defamation of character are as truly transgressions 


‘of God’s commandments when re- 
sorted to by men in political life 
‘as they are for all other men.” 


“Strengthening Democracy” 


As the sentence appears in ‘the 


platform the phrase “political life” 
is changed to read “public life.” 


This excerpt from the Bishops’ 
Statement appears in the platform 
‘section under the subheading of 
“Strengthening Democracy.” The 
‘platform did not identify the source 
of the excerpt. 


The sentence was part of a para- 
graph from the Bishops’ Statement 
which Senator William Benton of 
Connecticut had proposed to the 
platform committee should be in- 
corporated in the platform. 


“T commend the entire Statement 


_| (of the Bishops) to the committee 


‘but the particular paragraph I 
'suggest for our platform is headed 
‘Morality and Politics,’” Senator 
Benton sald. 
‘Anything Goes’ 

The paragraph reads as follows: 

“In politics, the principle that 
‘anything goes’ simply because peo- 
ple are thought not to expect any 
high degree of honor in politicians 
is grossly wrong. We have to fre- 
cover that sense of personal obli- 
gation on the part of the voter and 
‘that sense of public trust on the 
part of the elected official which 
give meaning and dignity to politi- 
cal life. Those who are selected for 
office by their fellow men are en- 
trusted with grave responsibilities. 
They have been selected not for 
self-enrichment but for conscien- 
tious public service. In their 
speech and in their actions they are 
‘bound by the same laws of justice 
and charity which bind private in- 
dividuals in every other sphere of 
human activity. Dishonesty, slan- 
der, 
character are as truly transgres- 
sions of God’s commandments 
when resorted to by men in politi- 
cal life as they are for all other 
men.”

| In the tenth month of the seven- 
i'tieth year after the Jews were led 
| into captivity by the Babylonians, 
Cyrus, acting by reason of the 
persevering influence of Daniel, 
finally issued his famous edict 
which set them free.

If 
there were no question of heaven 
and hell, he would still try to stick 
with Christ, but he suspects his 
own weakness and is grateful to 
Our Lord for the addtional mo- 
tives of reward and punishment. 


Pure Selfishness 


There is still a third possibility 
—the attitude expressed by the 
complaint, “Why was I born a 
Catholic? The others have it so 
easy. If this did not involve eternal 
me I would not hesitate to 

o it.” 


That is not contrition at all. It is 

ure selfishness. There is no love 
in it. It is the obedience of a slave 
cringing before the lash. Of course, 
it has no value at all in the super- 
natural order. If that’s the best we 
can bring to confession, we might 
as well not come. The priest’s ab- 
solution will not take effect. 


To summarize, there are three 
possible motives for avoiding sin: 

1. The love of God (perfect con- 
trition). 

2. The love of God, plus the fear 
of hell (imperfect contrition). 


‘8. The fear of hell alone (pure 
selfishness). 


Number One forgves sins in or 
outside confession. Number Two 
forgives sins only inside with con- 
fession. Number Three is no good 
at all: 
as one might suppose. It is not 
the special property of the saints. 
It should be the habitual dispo- 
sition of the normal everyday 
Catholic. We should experience it 
—and probably we do—when we 
are at Mass, or make the Stations, 
or say the Rosary. It puts us In- 
stantly in the state of grace, in- 


of confessing our mortal sins as 
soon as possible. In preparing for 
confession, we can induce it in our 


‘by looking at one or another of the 
‘Stations and thinking of Christ's 
'passion, or by studying the cru- 
'cifix on the altar. 

| Like those people who never 
go up in a plane without taking 
out a few thousand dollars of term 
insurance at the airport, we should 
never go to bed at night without 
renewing our sorrows for sin.

If we can only go over 
the Act of Contrition slowly and 
carefully, meaning every word of

The young priest, filled with the 
love of God, loved intensely the 
souls of his charges, whom he saw 
so deeply entrenched in sin and 
vice. He endeavored to do all in 


his power, and began by kneeling} 
during the entire day before the| 


Blessed Sacrament in prayer for 
his erring sheep. This, together 
with the extreme poverty in which 
he lived and his rigorous morti- 
fications and penances, “soon be- 
gan to astonish the people, and 
gradually the church became fill- 
ed at the time of the Holy Sacri- 
fice of the Mass. Then followed 
the daily evening rosary, at which 
time again the church was filled. 
Grace was working wonders in the 
souls of his sheep. 


Knowledge of the rapid change 
that came over the village of Ars 
soon spread far and wide. Strang- 
ers from all over Europe, began to 
arrive in ever-increasing numbers. 
Many wanted their consciences set 
aright with God; others came for 
advice in difficult matters; still 
others wanted consolation from a 
man so dear to the heart of God. 
It was not unusual for Father Vi- 
anney to spend from 16 to 18 


hours every day in the confession- 
al, | 


After about ten years, the con- 
courses of people who came to Ars 
took on the appearance of organiz- 
ed pilgrimages. Soon the number 
of strangers coming to Ars was ap- 
proximately 20,000 annually. Nu- 
merous conversions as well as mir- 
aculous cures were constantly tak- 
ing place. These latter, the holy 
man always attributed to St. Philo- 
mena, whose statue was venerated 
in his church. 


Besides the morning Mass and 
the evening Rosary, Father Vian- 
ney daily held a catechetical in- 
struction class in the church. He 
fasted almost continually and the 
very few hours of sleep he permit- 
ted himself, were taken on a board 
in his tiny room. Thus he labored 
for his flock until he was 74 years 
old, when the Good Shepherd, to 
Whom he had drawn so many souls, 
called to him his eternal reward. 


This is an opportune time for all 
parents to ask themselves in all 
Sincerity of heart before ‘God, 
“Just what am I doing for the 
souls of those entrusted to my 
care?”
